As the government opened its cam- 


paign, it was indicated the labor 
cabinet will move warily, realizing 
that any strong move against the 
dock men will provoke a general out- 
burst of wrath from the rank and 
file of the labor party, making pre- 
carious its first experiment in gov- 
ernment.

Prime Minister Macdonald faced a 


critical situation. With discipline in 
his own party threatened, the pre- 
mier had at once to keep the confi- 
dence of union labor and at the same 
time guarantee the rationing of the 
population. 


On behalf of the government, it 


was stated that the prime minister 
Is keeping close personal watch on 
mounting food prices. 


Arthur Henderson, in a 
speech, 


said: "The government is determ- 
ined the people shall be fed." 


Henderson intimated an arrange- 


ment soon will be reached with the 
labor unions whereby necessary food 
eupplies will be handled.

DOHENY DEFENDS LEASES 


Declares in Interview Lot of 
\ 


People Trying to Run Amer- 


icans "Off Their Feet." 


- NEW YORK, Feb. 20.—"A lot of* 
people In this country are trying to 
run the American people off their 
feet," in the investigation of the 
naval oil lease scandal in Washing- 
ton, E. L. Doheny told C. W. Barren, 
publisher of the Wall Street Journal 
and of the Dow Jones financial news 
service. In an Interview today. ' 


Doheny defended the lease he 


holds on naval oil reserves in Cali- 
fornia and explained his statement 
that his companies ought to make a 
profit of 1100,000,000 from the re- 
serve. 
"Naval reserve No. 1 consists of 


approximately 32,000 acres of land. 
Under the most advantageous condi- 
tions that could exist—if it were all 
loose sand, high gas pressure and 
light oil—it would take at least one 
•well for every ten acres, that is 
3,200 wells for the 32,000 acres. 


"Under conditions which have 


thus far existed and now exist, 
those wells will cost 130,000 to 
$40,000 to the well. Wells at Santa 
Fe, Signaf Hill and Huntington 
Beach cost an average of over f 100,- 
000 to the well. 


"Thirty-two hundred 
wells 
at 


$35,000 to the well would represent 
an investment of more than $100,- 
000,000 for the cost of th ewells. 
alone." 


Doheny explained that to extract 


the oil alone a first Investment of 
about $100.000,000 is faced. A fixed 
investment for transporting, refining 
and delivering on board ship re- 
quires an additional $14,000,000. 


"In a period of from ti-enty to 


twenty-five years, by intelligent and 
business like handling, one who is 
willing to make an investment of a 
minimum of $125,000 with the under- 
standing that the maximum invest- 
ment required may be as much as 
$500,000,000, ought to be able to 
realize the profit of $100,000,000 I 
have referred to. 


"Such a profit in such a period of 
time, upon such an investment, when 
the attending risks are kept in mind, 
is obviously not a great one. 


"It might average $4.000,000 or 
even $5.000.000 per annum after mil- 
lions were invested—but no profit 
could be realized until the invest- 
ment was first returned." 


Asked for his final impression of 
the investigation in Washington 
Doheny said: 
"It reminded me of old times in 
the middlewest when one of our dots 
at the mating season Joined the 
wolves. The wolves would surround 
our camp at night and I could hear 
my own dog barking among those 
wolves as they howled around us. 


"it seemed to me when I was on 


the stand in Washington that I 
could hear the bark of my own 
friends In t>,i pack of political 
wolves.** 


Doheny said be did not ask former 
Secretary of the Interior Pall to p> 
oa the stand and tell about Doheny's 
loan to him of $100.000 because "Mr.

It is surely clear to every one that unless we have some son 


of definit* plan we shall never accomplish citlur of these leaults.

true that we must all have a place to live In, food to eat. and clotlie-- 
to wear, as primary necessities. 
It i.s true that of an> moderate/ income 


these three necessities must take a large part. 
But for every one of us 


there Is a margin of cxpendituie for each. 
What we need to do ib to plan 


in advance just how much- of our income we wish to allow to each of 
these ble items, and then what we will allou to e.ich of all the other possible 
items of expenditure 


Such a detailed plan is known as a budget. 
Jt is made as a help in 


getting what we want out of the money we have to spend, not in order to 
impose any additional restrictions on our use of our monej..' Many people 
seem to think that a buOget is some kind of punishment. 
"I will -not be 


limited by one," say they. But that is an absuid point of view. It is not 
the budget that limits us, but our income. 
We have only a limited number 


of dollars to use. and most of us could use eveiy one of them five times 
over if any way to do that could be found. Since It cannot, the one way to 
be sure that of the things we want those that are most important to us 
will not be neglected, is to plan ahead deliberately the division of our income 
among the many demands. 
1 
The plan must be for a long enough time to make expenditure fairly 


stab.e. A budget for the month of December, 
with a winter coat and 


• Christmas presents to buy. is very different from one for July, when summer 
clothes are all bought and vacation has not begun. 
A year is the shortest 


'time that ia really fair, as that covers all the round of our actirlties. 


The first thing we have to consider 13 the money available. What will 


'th* income for that year be? 
Many salaried men and women can answer 


that at once definitely enough for the purposes of a budget. Thousands of 
others immediately decide that they cannot tell in advance what the business 
or the commissions will bring, or the practice, or the stones sold, or what- 
ever it may be. These are apt to declare that sine they do not know 
what they will h«ve, they can make no plan for using it. 


But those whose Income comes in irregularly are In especial danger of 


failing to get what fundamentally they want most. 
They always count on 


a certain minimum of return, just as they alwa>s hope for a good deal 
'more than that. Their safety lies in planning so that they can get along 
on the minimum, and adding any extra only after It is earned. When they 
arc one* well started on this plan, they will not find it difficult to follow. 


When the Income is considered, why not take up the question of assets 


and liabilities also? Set down jvnat you own and what you owe, draw the 
balance and se« where you stand% When you do this same thing next year, 
erea a little improvement in that balance will be a pleasant thing to see. 
Perhaps the advance will be in the amount of an insurance premium, per- 
haps It •will be a. savings bank fund, perhaps It will be a Liberty bond, 
perhaps some other Investment, but always, for the wise, an investment, 
not a speculation. It will then represent the amount of security you have 
bought Ufr to date, and security is a satisfactory possession to own, even 
in small quantity. It outwears a fur coat, and is more beautiful than a 
diamond ring. 


With alt the facts of income and financial status before you, making a 


plan, or fc budget, is well begun. But you are, perhaps, not yet convinced 
that it Trill help you master your environment or htat you will feel freer 
with It than without it. 
How does it help m either way? First as to 


environment. On every side demands and temptations are pressing in upon 
you. 
Tour own particular temptation may be buying an expensive cigar, 


cr a rare book, an elaborate dress, or a seat at the opera. 
Whoever you 


are, many times a day you would like to Depend money for something that 
is certainly not a necessity of life. 
How can you conquer this demanding 


environment except by deciding ahead just how much of your income c^n 
go to this or that kind of expenditure? 


And next, think of the freedom it gives you not to have to wonder 


whether you can afford the book or the cigar, the dress or the opera seat! 
It 1» no longer a question whether you can afford it, but whether you want 
to spend that much of the money you have allowed for such items for this 
particular book, or cigar, or dress, or ticket. If any of them 13 worth sc 
much to you that you are Drilling to go without other things that come under 
that same heading, you are free to buy, and you are not extravagant if 
you do not spend In the year more than you had planned. You need not 
fe«l guilty when you tell yourself that if you spend so much on this you 
win save it "somewhere." 
You will know just where it can or cannot be 


saved. Such knowledge is of the kind that gives freedom.

':lost legion of soldiers in Leaven- 
worth prison." was organized here 
today, with gold star mothers, Red 
Cross nurses, and war veterans in 
the van. 
The 
"lost 
legion" consists of 


soldiers of the world war imprisoned 
lor various offenses during and after 
the conflict. The sentences are out 
of proportion to the crimes involved, 
it is held. 
Twenty-four organizations met in 


the council chamber last night for a 
preliminary conference. 
Speakers 


declared that three presidents, Wil- 
son, 
Harding and Coolldge—have 


given consideration to freeing slack- 
ers, spies and political prisoners but 
have given no thought to the veter- 
ans jailed for offenses committed in 
the 
heat of fighting or induced by 


disorganized nervous systems after 
a couple of years in the trenches. 


"Saying these men are criminals 


is absolutely untrue," Judge Phillip 
L. Sullivan declared. "They are be- 
hind the bars because army courts 
and court martial gave life sentences 
to men a civilian judge would simply 
reprimand. 
, Circumstances 
caused 


them 
to slip—but regardlless of 


what you call them, they are not 
crimii-als. 
They are 
men who 


fought for their country. 
"We must let the world know that 


these men 
were catapulted 
into 


crime by being catapulted into war 
and that we and we alone are really 
responsible for their becoming crim- 
inals." 
The 
soldier-prisoners are under 


sentences ranging from fifteen years 
to life, the meeting was told. The 
"lost legion" numbers 176, according 
to word here.

Signs That Make One Think 
One Has Ulcerated Stomach

UCH more frequently 
than is commonly 


known, the stomach becomes ulcerated. 
It 


may be said that some cases are no more 


significant than canker sores in the mouth. After 
all, however, if the health is vigorous and the 
tissues of the stomach are firm and normal, there 
is no likelihood of ulceration, or more serious dis- 
turbance. 


The stomach is a peculiarly 
shaped organ, 


lying across the body, with the more prominent part 
to the lelt side. It tapers off at the outlet, on the 
BK.

When an ulcer forms, it rarely 


extends into the walls of the 
stomach any deeper than the mus- 
cular layers. 
Of course, when it 
bores its way entirely through the 
stomach wall, producing a perfora- 
tion, it hats caused a very dangerous 
condition. 
There are certain signs which 
give rise-to the suspicion that ulcer 
is present. Dyspepsia is the com- 
mon symptom. It may be very 
slight, but usually sickness at the 
stomach and vomiting are observed. 
The period of time after eating 
gives a hint of where the ulcer is 
located. „ If it is in the usual place, 
near the outlet of the stomach, 
:he pain and vomiting occur two or 
three hours after taking the food. 
Pain is characteristic of ulcer. 
There are several different types of 
pain. It may be a burning sensa- 
:ion merely, or it may be a gnaw- 
ing, aching, nagging pain.

For the next day's dinner there 


will probably be one-half of the bird 
left, so take all the white meat from 
the bones and dice it. Make a rich 
cream sauce and put in the meat, 
adding a few mushrooms that have 
been sauted in butter, a sliced, hard- 
boiled egg and a teaspoonful of 
chopped parsley. Turn the chicken 
into a small, hollowed-out baker's 
loaf, covering it with the top crust. 
Then place it on a pretty dish and 
garnish it with parsley- Baked po- 
tatoes, asparagus, lettuce salad with 
cheese dressing and a jellied dessert 
with coffee complete the dinnejt. 


The dressing, skin and other meat 


may be chopped fine and with the 
remainder of the gravy be made into 
a hash for breakfast. This hash will 
be delicious on toast topped with 
poached eggs. 


Leg of Lamb Dinner. 
The day after the roasted leg of 


Iamb dinner remove all meat from 
the bones, using the latter, with a 
can of tomatoes and soup greens, 
for a soup. Dice two tupfuls of the 
meat and mix it with'the left-over 
gravy. Then put It in a buttered pud- 
ding-dish and sprinkle it with a very 
finely minced onion. Spread over it 
a layer of apple sauce and sprinkle 
the top with a few crumbs. Bake 
this twenty minutes, spread the top 
with a thick layer of mashed pota- 
toes and lightly brown it in the oven. 
Baked macaroni, stewed tomatoes 
and pulled bread may be served with 
the dish. A green salad, a costard 
pudding or pie will complete the 
meal. The rest o£.tbe meat may be 
used in the soup stock. 


Roast Beef Dinner. 


The second meal made from a 
roast beef dinner is not difficult to 
plan. All fat is removed from the 
meat and used for drippings and all 
bones go to the stock pot. A portion 
of the meat may be cut into small 
pieces and put into a smootl. tomato 
mushroom, mint or caper sauce and 
served on toast garnished with po- 
tato puffs. 
If preferred, the meat 


may be cut finely and after a heavy 
mushroom sauce has been added, it 
can be made the filling of a meat 
pie. It may instead be chopped very 
fine and made into croquettes. If 
desired, a pood tii«ti> can be made 
and the meat sliced and heated In 
it- This should be served with little 
moulds of cranberry jelly as a 
gaiiiish.

Of course, there are many factors 


entering into the production of ulcer. 
I am firmly of the opinion that neg- 
lect of the intestinal tract has much 
to do with those conditions of the 
stomach which lead to ulceration. 


Fermentation in the bowel and the 


acidity which results are factors of 
unportance. 
Chronic constipation 


should not be neglected. The things 
which lead to constipation are cap- 
able ol' causing congestion of the 
stomach and excessive -Acidity of its 
contents, forerunnens of trouble. 


Sometimes I think it serves fiik« 


right if they get stomah ulcers. Their 
lack of decent eating and decent 
amount of labor and decent hours-cf 
sleep are responsible for run-down 
health, which prepared the way 
for stomach trouble. 


Prevention is better than cure, but 


if ulceration actually occurs, it may 
be overcome in most instances by 
care and good treatment. Sometimes 
operation is required, but first you 
will see what rest in bed. fresh. a;r, 
well regulated diet and medication 
will do. 


I wish I could impress on every 


young person how essential it is to 
build up a strong, vigorcus body. 
Ulcer of the stomach, like most other 
diseases, is merely the result of neg- 
lect and abuse of the body. 


Good, simple food^ots cf water to' 


drink, fresh air, sleep and n'ental 
happiness are preventives of ulcer 
of the stomach and all other ail- 
ments.
